BURN RUBBISH NOW TO 
DESTROY CROP PESTS 


Great saving for crops. growers of 
the state, especially for orchardists, 
will follow burning of rubbish ‘heaps at 
this season of the year, according to 
Prof; R. H. Pettit, head of the entymo- 
logy department at the Michigan Agri- 
cultural College. Enormous quantities 
of harmful insects are said to find pro- 
tection under fallen leaves and other 
rubbish during the winter, , and de- 
save 
heavy losses in the following season. 

These insects spend the winter as 
adults and emerge early in the spring 
to begin serious destruction at once. 


_ While they can be controlled compara- 


tively easily now by destruction of the 
rubbish under which they have been 
shown to find protection, contro} meas- 
ures at other seasons are difficult and 
expensive. Indian summer is given as 
a good time for the work, while spray- 
ing oil over the rubbish to aid burning 
is rece mmended in Many cases. 

“Risults of careful removal in the 
past have- been astonishing in the 
amount of expensive prevention saved 
at other seasons,” says Professor 
Pettit. One insect killed now will 
mean thousands less next summer. 
Leaves, especially from broad leaf 
trees such as oaks and maples, are the 
worst rubbish for harboring the pests. 
Winter examination has shown shav- 
ings and straw to be of less import- 
ance.” 
_ Among the important insects which 
can be controlied in this way are: 
Chinch-Bugs, troublesome in southern 
part of the state last year, (they hiber- 
pate” ‘tussocks of grass, under leaves 
and along fence rows, especially where 
brush has caught the leaves); Grape 
Leaf-Hoppers; — Potato-Leaf-Hoppers 
‘which cause Tip Burn of potatoes) 
Strawberry Weevils; Black Stink Bugs 
of squash; Plum Curculio; and the 
Tarnished Plant Bug. ; 

’ Grape Lent-Hoppers are mentioned, 
as among the most important insects to 
control in the fall, because last year’s 
damage was the greatest ever known 
Wherever grapes are 
grown, and where Chinch-Bugs are 
‘ workitg, precautions are particularly.

One day back in the sixties a trap- 
per was following a narrow trail 
through the woods near Cedar Moun- 
tain, In Wyoming. Suddenly from a 
elump of bushes nearby a shot rang 
out, followed in quick succession by 
three more, The trapper dropped 
quickly to the ground and rolled be- 
hind. a log, unhurt. Then he waited 
for the next move of the Indlans who 
had ambushed him. 2 

In a few minutes a war bonnet ap- 
peared above a log a short distance 
away. The trapper was not decelyed, 
for this was an old Indian trick, 

However, the trapper had a better 
trick than- this up his sleeve. - His 
tifle was not a single shot, for after 
a winter of successful trapping he had 
sold his furs In St. Louis and had 
bought a repeating rifle, one of the 
first to be carried in the Rocky moun- 
twins. He had this weapon now, and 
he immediately fired, as the Indians 
were hoping he would do, 

as he fired four Indians sprang from 
the bush and with wild yells of tri- 
umph rushed for the trapper. With- 
out removing his gun from his shoul- 
der, the white nan pumped bullets at 
oncoming warriors as fast as he could 
work the lever. : 

Three of the Indlans dropped tn 
their tracks, and the fourth, with a 
how! of dismay, turned and fled at top 
speed, followed by several bullets, 
which the trapper sent after bim to 
encournge the fleeing redskin, When 
the surviving warrior arrived in his 
village he totd a marvelous tale of an 
encounter with a white man who had 
a “medicine gun” which never stopped 
ehooting and killing. ; 

‘In this way Dr. W. FP. Carver, the 
trdpper who had been ambushed, won 
the name of “The Evil Spirit of the 
Plains,” for the Indians. learned to 
fear him and his medicine gun as they 
did no other trapper who invaded their 
hunting grounds. When the trapping 
days ended, Dr, Carver beesme a scout 
and guide for the United States army, 
and during the Sioux War of 1876-17 
he made the acquaintance of “Buffalo 
Bill” Cody. 

The two scouts became fast friends. 
When Buffalo Bill's Wild West show 
was organized Carver joined it ag a 
sharpshooter. He could handle a rifle 
or pistol almost as skillfully as Cody 
himself, and for many years the two 
scouts appeared in the arena together.
